UNEMPLOYMENT 


T 


HE problem of. unemployment, which now confronts the 
country, is more dangerous than it has ever been before. 


It Is like the riddle of the Sphinx, which not to answer is to be 
destroyed. 


When there are two bosses looking for a man, wages go up 


and labor unions flourish. When there are two men looking for 
one job, wages go down and labor unions crumble. The bosses 
know this and many of them are taking advantage of present 
conditions to establish the open shop and the nine or ten hour 
day. 


The editor of Forbes' magazine, which has a large circula- 


tion among manufacturers, calls upon employers to look at the 
situation in a broad, CHRISTIAN spirit. This is no time, he 
declares, for employers to think only of THEMSELVES, and 
Jet others suffer as they may. Many are giving employers sim- 
ilar advice. But there is little indication that any of them are 
"FOLLOWING IT. 


On the wnole and in the long run, employers buy labor in 


accordance with about the same principles that they buy raw 
material. They get it as cheaply as they can. They say to 
themselves, and to anybody else who questions their policy: 


"We must buy labor as low as we can, if we do not, we can- 


not sell our product in a competitive market. Labor is declin- 
ing in cost now. If we do not take advantage of this decline, 
MOST OF OUR COMPETITORS WILL and those who do, can 
undersell us and get the business, and our goods will remain In 
our warehouses." 


But Forbes' magazine is right when it says: 
"If ever our present economic structure is ruthlessly torn 


down, the cause is likely to be unemployment. The amount of 
enforced idleness in this country is a grave reflection upon the 
master minds of the financial and business communities. To 
alkrw unemployment to continue to grow this winter will be ex- 
tremely dangerous. 
Continuity of employment is a problem 


which should be exercising the minds of every business asso- 
ciation in the United States. If it docs not exercise the mind of 
business men it will probably be TAKEN OUT OF THEIR 
HANDS and handled by others less capable of effecting the de- 
sired results." 


There are many indications that men out of work are not 


likely to go hungry as submissively as they have in the past. 
During recent months they have been told many times, and with 
much emphasis, that the great need of the country was to speed 
up production and that patriotism and self-interest both de- 
manded that they should work faster and harder. 


Now they see men who have been giving them this advice

London War Correspondent Says War Was "Precipitated by Secret Diplomacy; 


Militarism Has Been Exalted; New Book ts Epoch Making 


In hs remarkable war book "Now It Can 


Be Told," Sir Phillip Gitfbs, in addition to 
vividly presenting the horrors, inutility and 
criminality of war, 'presents certain phases. 
of the conflict that, in the heat of battle 
and for other^reasons, could not be made 
public until now. 


The following excerpts, which were pub- 


lished November 7, in the leading Hearst 
papers of the country, from "Now It Can 
Be Told" will furnish interesting reading to 
the hosts of readers.—Editor's Note.

HESE studies of mine, of what happened 
on both sides of the shifting lines in the 
Somjne, -musf be as horrible to read as 


they were to write. But they are less than the 
actual truth, for no pen will ever in one book, 
or in hundreds, give the full agony, the broken 
heart-springs, the soul-shock as well as the 
shellshock of that frightful struggle in which, 
on one side and the other, two million men 
were engulfed. 


Modern civilization was wrecked on thos« 


fire-blasted fields, though they led to what we 
called "Victory." 


More died there than the flower of our. youth 


and German manhood. The Old Order of the 
world died there, because many men who came 
alive oat of that conflict were changed and 
vowed not to tolerate a system of thought 
which had led np to such a monstrous massacre 
of human beings who prayed to the same God, 
loved the same joys of life and had no hatred 
of one another except as it had been lighted 
and inflamed by their governors, their philos- 
ophers and their newspapers. 


The Clash of Curses

HE German soldier cursed the militarism 
which had plunged him' into that horror. 


The British soldier cursed the German as the 
direct cause of all his trouble, but looked back 
on his aide of the lines and saw an evil there 
which was also his enemy—the evil of a secret 
diplomacy which juggled with, the lives of 
lumble men so that war might be sprung upon 
them without their knowledge or consent, and 
the evil of rulers who hated German militarism 
not because of its wickedness, but because of 
its strength in rivalry and the evil of a folly 
in the minds of men which had taught them, to 
regard war as a glorious adventure, and patriot- 
ism as a right to dominate other peoples, and 
.iberty as a catchword of politicians in search 
of power.

After the Somme battle there were many 


ether battles as bloody and" terrible, but they 
only confirmed greater numbers of men in the 
faith that the Old World had been wrong in its 
'makeup/';, and wrong in its Treligion of life.

back to work. 


I hoped ''oo much. There was no such peace. 
Yet, 
in e^ch nation, even in Germany, there 


•were men and women who saw the folly of war 
and the crime of it, and desired to end it by 
some active renunciation and repentance and 
by some uplifting of the people's spirit to vault 
the frontiers of hatred and the barbed wire 
which hedged in patriotism. 


Leaders Kept Passions High 


S 


OME of them were put into prison. Most 
of them saw the impossibility of counter- 


acting the force of insanity which had made the 
world mad, and kept 
silent, 
hiding their 


thoughts and brooding over them. 


The leaders of the nations continued to use 


passion as(, their argument and justification, ex- 
cited it anew when its fires burned low, fo- 
cused it upon definite objectives, and gave it a 
sense of righteousness 
by the high-sounding 


watchwords of liberty, justice, honor and ret- 
ribution. 


Each side proclaimed Christ as its Captain 


and invoked the blessing and aid of the God of 
Christendom, though Germans were allied with 
Turks and France was full of black and yellow 
men. 
The German people did not 'try to avert 


their ruin by denouncing the criminal acts of 
their war lords, nor by deploring the acts they 
committed. The allies did not help them to do 
•so because of their lust for bloody vengeance 
and their desire for the spoils of victory. 


Shared Blame With Rulers 


"TPHE peoples shared the blame of these rulers 
* "because they were not nobler than their 


. rulers. They cannot' now plead ignorance or 
betrayal by false ideals which duped them, be- 
cause character does not depend on knowledge, 
and it was the character of European peoples 
which failed in the crisis of the world's fate, 
so that they followed the call-back of the beast 
of the jungle rather than the voice of the Cruci- 
fied One whom they pretended to adore. 


In war Prance was wonderful, most heroic in 


In her dictated 
peace, which was also ours, betrayed by the 
very evil which millions of young Frenchmen 
had. gone out to kill at the sacrifice of their own

In the peace terms that followed there 


was but little trace of those splendid ideas 
which had been proclaimed by President 
Wilson. 
On one point after another he 


weakened, and was beaten by the old mil- 
itarism which sat enthroned in the council 
chamber, with its foot on the neck of the 
enemy. 
The "self-determination of peoples" was a 


hollow phrase, signifying nothing. Open cove- 
nants, openly arrived at, were mocked by the 
closed doors of the conference. 
When at last 


the terms were published, their merciless se- 
verity, their disregard of racial boundaries, 
their creation of hatreds and vendettas which 
would lead, as sure as the r.un should rise, to 
new warfare, staggered humanity, not only in 
Germany and Austria, but in every country of 
the world, where, at least, minorities of people 
had hoped for some nobler vision of the world's 
needs, and for some healing remedy for the 
evils which had massacred its youth. 
The 


league of nations, which had seemed to promise 
so well, was hedged around by limitations 
which made it look bleak and barren. 


Militarism In France 


T 


HERE was no man great enough in France 


to s'ee beyond the passing triumph of mil- 


itary victory and by supreme generosity of soul 
lift the enemy out of the dirt of their despair, 
so that the new German' republic should arise 
from the ruins of the empire, remorseful of 
their deeds in France and Belgium, with all 
their rage directed against their ancient tyr- 
anny, and with a new born spirit of democratic 
liberty re^chingl across the old frontiers. 


Is that the foolish dream of the sentimental- 


ist? 
No, more than that, for the German 


• people, .after their agony, were ready to re- 


spond to generous dealing, pitiful in their need 
of it, and there is enough sentiment in German 
hearts—the most sentimental"people in Europe 
—to rise -with a surge of emotion to a new gos- 
pel of atonement if their old enemies had of- 


• fered a chance of grace. 


France has not won the war by her terms of 


peace nor safeguarded her frontiers for more 
than a few uncertain years. By harking back 
(o the old philosophy of militarism, she has re- 
established peril among a people drained of 
blood and deeply in debt Her support of re- 
' actionary forces in Russia is to establish a gov- 
ernment which will guarantee the interest on 
French loans and organize a new military re- 
gime in alliance with France and England. 


• The Brave Forgotten 


•f-m rHO cared for the men who had risked their 
W 
lives and bore on their bodies the scars of 


war? 
The pensions doled out for blinded sol- 


diers would not keep them alive. The consump- 
tives, the gassed, the paralyzed, were forgot- 
ten in institutions where they lay hidden from 
the public eye. 


Before the war had been over six months 


"our heroes," "our brave boys in the trenches" 
were without preference in the struggle for ex- 
istence. 
' Employers of labor gave them no special con- 
sideration. 
In many _ offices they were told 


bluntly (as I know) that they had. "wasted" 
three or four year^ in the army and could not 
be of the same value as boys just! out of school. 
The officer class was hardest hit in that way. 


They had gone straight from the public 


schools and universities to the army. They had 
beenelieutenants, captains'-and majors in the 
air force, or infantry battalion, or tanks, or 
. trench mortars, and they ha-l drawn,good pay, 
which was their pocket money. 


•Now they were at a loose end, hating* the 


idea of office work, but ready to knuckle down 
to any decent job with some prospect ahead, 


What kind of a job? .What knowledge had 


they of use in civil life? None. They scanned 
advertisements, answered 
likely 
invitations, 


were turned down by elderly men who said: 
"have had two hundred applications. None of 


. yon young gentlemen from the army are fit to 


be my office boys." They were the same elderly 
men who had said, "We will- fight to the last 
ditch. If I had six sons I would sacrifice them 
all' in the cause of liberty an* justice."
